Many reasons for this 
up-jump of feminine ren- 
egades have been for- 
warded by sociologists, 
educators, churchmen and 
law authorities. 

Some blame the uneas- 
iness, the cynicism, and 
the resulting attitude of

Even the emancipation 
of women, a quarter of a 
century ago, has been pin- 
ned down by many obser- 
vers — all males, of course 
— as a prime cause for to- 
day’s epidemic of bad 
girls.

In this jazzed-up era of 
ulcers and electronics, the 
woman can make up her 
own mind. And, if she 
can’t cope with the pres- 
sures in what is still pre- 


dominantly a man’s soc- 
iety, she must face the 
same pitfalls that her 
male counterpart does. 
Those who don’t make 
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the grade are the prosti- 
tutes, the narcotics ad- 
dicts,, the party girls, the 
confidence gals, B-girls 
and, among the younger 
set, the juvenile delin- 
quents. In all these classi- 
fications the ranks are 
swelling. 

To be pitied most, per- 
haps, are the teen-aged 


girls who roam our big- 
city streets in gangs. Vir- 
tually none of these 
youngsters know better. 
They are pressed into 
joining by a complex of 
environmental reasons. 
Most of all they become 
gang members because of 
an overwhelming desire 
for security, a yearning 
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ot environmental causes. Biggest reason is need for security 


to belong. 

The vast majority of 
girl gangs have been 
spawned in the city slum 
districts. With few excep- 
tions they are auxiliariés 
of boy gangs, in which 
the girls are called “debs” 
and act as gun molls to 
the high-school bucks.

When inter-neighbor- 
hood rivalries boil over 
into gang wars, the girls 
generally join in beside 
their boy friends — doling 
out ammunition, tending 
the wounded, loading zip 
guns. When the clubs hold 
a social evening — which 
generally degenerates in- 
to a petting party — the 
debs tend to other needs 
of their hoodlum warriors. 

Authoritiesestimate 
there are more than 1200 
kid gangs marauding the 
nation’s streets today. 
They are steadily increas- 
ing in number and vici- 
ousness. More than half 
of them have deb auxili- 
aries — not a few of which 
have developed into ex- 


clusive sex clubs. 

In Anderson, Indiana, 
recently, 17 - year - old.

A remorse- 
ful young girl in Massa- 
ehusetts recently had her

Organized by her bob- 
by-sox schoolmates, the 
highly exclusive all-girl 
club initiated its members 
by making them “go all 
the way” with a member 
of a local male gang. They 
held weekly meetings 
which rivaled the Bacha- 
nalian revels of ancient 
Rome. 

In New York last year, 
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pretty Barbara Spencer, 
18, told’a juvenile court 
how she had become a 
drunkard at the age of 13 
and then sank rapidly in- 
to dope and swindling. 
She described how she fell 
in with a wild clique of 
distaff delinquents who 
invited her to their unin- 
hibited sex -and -alcohol 
debaucheries,. She finally 
prostituted herself and 
worked for a teen-aged 
boyfriend who supplied 
her with customers and 
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Eileen Curry, 17, demonstrates 
contempt for law as she enters 
court on grand larceny charge 


narcotics. The authorities 
voted her another chance 
to lead a “clean, honest 
life.” 

Why do our young wo- 
men indulge in these 
flights from morality? No 
one can say with cer- 
tainty. Mrs. Clara Logan, 
president of the National 
Association for Better Ra- 
dio and Television, char- 
ges that “crime and viol-

According to Erik H.

Some dis- 
traught parents still 
blame “the war” — but 
it’s been ten years since 
V-J Day, and girl gangs 
are still flourishing. 

What becomes of these 


young girls when they 
have outgrown tight dun- 
garees and the loud jac- 
kets they wear as proud 
testimony to their defi- 
ance of authority? For- 
tunately, most of them 
adjust to society and get 
married or go to work. 
However, there are still 
many who can’t shake the 
bad habits they picked up 
when they were debs. 
Police reports indicate 
that more and more of the 
wild women they impound 
are alumni of girl gangs.

These gals have entered 
all the old quick-money 
schemes used by females 
since the dawn of history. 
And they’ve invented new

Within recent months 
there has been a rash of 
robberies and homicides 
committed by women 
hitch-hikers, particularly 
in the Southern states. 

Most motorists are al- 
ready aware of the dan- 
ger in giving a lift to a 
male hitch-hiker and dis- 
regard most roadside ri- 
ders. But it’s generally 
another proposition when 
a gal is spotted with her 
thumb out. Very few men 
won’t slam on the brakes 
and invite the distressed 
doll to hop inside. 

The motives for this 
chivalry might be quest- ™ — _— mn

Mississippi, last June, 3- 
drivers were victimized 
in the same night by one 
distaff hitch-hiker.

Each time she 
drove off with her vic- 
tim’s car, leaving them to 
get back to civilization as 
best they could. 

Last year, two young 


girls begged a ride from a 


Marine sergeant who was 
on his way home for a 
two-week leave. After 
they had driven for an 
hour or so, one of the 
chippies pulled a revol- 
ver from her pocketbook 
and ordered him to turn 
off on a dirt sideroad. 

The Marine had no 
choice. Setting himself 
for an ordeal, perhaps a 
fight for his life, the ser- 
geant soon ‘had the sur- 
prise of his life. 

The girls took turns 
holding the pistol on their 
benefactor while they dis- 


robed. Then, standing 
stark naked, they ordered 
him at gunpoint to make 
love to them. With a .38 
caliber slug aimed at his 
head, he did as he was 
told. When he had finished 
his chores, the girls gath- 
ered up his clothes and 
left him to fend for him- 
self, minus his car. 

When he finally got 
back to civilization, his 
only remark to wisecrack- 
ing reporters was: “It 
isn’t as funny as some 
people might think. It was 
pure hell!”

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The ravages of dope by 
this time are well-known 
to every American who 
reads the papers or goes 
to the movies — especially 
since the picture, ‘The 
Man With the Golden 
Arm,” was shown in thea- 
ters from coast to coast. 

Once hooked by the 
drug habit, any woman is 
a pawn in the hands of the 
person from whom she 
gets her daily dosage. The 
monkey on her back is 
heavy and she’ll go to any 
lengths to unload her bur- 
den for a few hours with 
a shot of heroin. 

A large proportion of 
the nation’s prostitutes 
find their only solace 
through the use of drugs. 
Often they resorted to

. In California last win- 
ter, a police raid was 
staged in a deserted beach 
house. A roaring dope 
party was underway when 
detectives rushed the 
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scene. Eight people were 
hauled away in the paddy 
wagon — six boys between 
the ages of 15-19, andtwo 
middle-aged matrons. 

In court the youths tes- 
tified that the women had 
lured them indoors and 
fast-talked. them into a 
sex-and-dope orgy. None 
of the boys had ever be- 
fore used narcotics.

ory operations is dope.

As long as 
the chippy stays on the 
needle, she is a slave to 
the syndicate’s every 
whim.

Luciano’s only mistake

The addicts, he knew, 
would never inform on 
him for fear of being cut 
off from their supply. But 
there was nothing to stop 
the non-users from run- 
ing to the police when 
they got fed up with 
working for small bucks. 
And it was the song that

Whatever 
money he has left after 
paying for room and 
board in Vegas’ plush hos- 
telries will probably be 
claimed by the local gam- 
ing tables. 

Roulette and crap are 


still the most two popu- 
lar sucker games. The 
wheels turn and the dice 
rattle from noon to the 
wee hours of the morning 
in more than a hundred 
gambling lairs.
